LONDON, Jan. 29.—The Privy 
Council today dismissed the appeal 
of the Proprietary Articles Trade 
Association of Canada. 

In one of the mest important 
Canadian judgments handed down 
in years, Their Lordships of the 
Sudical Committee of the Privy 
Council therefore decided the Dom- 
inion Combines Act is valid. 

The P.A.T.A. appealed from a 
decision of the Supreme Court of 
Canada, which ruled unanimousiy 
that the Combines Act was valid. 
Today's judgment was the climax 
of a legal battle that started four years 
ago. The decision upholding the Dom- 
inion Combines Act clarifies the situa- 
tion and validates a number of highly 
important investigations into alleged 
combines that have been, or are being 
carried out, in Canada. 

Thus, it is expected the province 
of Ontario will now proceed with 
prosecution of the members of alleged 
combines in the electrical contracting 
trade and the plumbing trade in that 
province, Other investigations con- 
cern the moving picture industry in

The sudden and unexpected passing of Colonel C. Y. Weaver, 
DS8.O., V.D., K.C., member-elect for the City of Edmonton, has 
caused widespread regret, He was an able and devoted servant of 
the public and his many excellent qualities had won for him a high 
Place in the public regard His loss will be keenly felt by the Members 
of the House as well as by the people of the Province,

E recent appointment of His Excellency Lord Willingdon to the 

high office 6f Viceroy of India will involve the early termination 
of his office as Governor General of our Dominion, During his stay 
in Canada, His Excellency won the estem and affection of the people 
of the province, and I am sure they join with me in wishing him 
success in the difficult and responsible position to which he has been 
called. 

In entering upon your duties this session, your attention will be 
directed immédiately to the various problems confronting my Gov- 
ernment as a result of the general economic and industrial depression 
through which the province, in common with other parts of Canada 
and the world, is now passing, The low level of prices prevailing for 
agricultural products, together with crop failures in parts of the 
province and the consequent curtailment of business and industry, 
have resulted in extensive unemployment and distress.

Captured Rum-Runner

Josephine K. and Ship That Seized Her 
in Trials to Determine Whether Cut- -

—The Josephine K., Canadian rum- 
runner, captured off Ambrose light Saturday night after her master had 
been mortally wounded by # coast guard shell, steamed down the bay 
today to race with the ©, G. 146, ie waip which shelled and seized her.

‘POISON GASES 
HINDRANCE TO 
RESCUE CREWS 


Is Second Major Disaster 
in District in Recent 
Years

LINTON, Ind., Jan. 29.—Twenty- 
nine miners were killed Wednesday 
when an explosion wrecked the west 
entry of the Little Betty shaft mine 
near here, 

More than six hours after the 
blast, five bodies had been carried to 
the surface, two miners were in a 
Linton hospital, one critically burn- 
ed, and 25 others lay in the depths 
of the mine, hope for their survival 
abandoned by rescue workers. 

Mine officials said poisonous black- 
damp which followed the blast filled 
the mine and that the men would be 
found dead. Had the explosion oc- 
curred ten minutes earlier, most of the 
115 men on the day force at the mine 
might have been trapped. 

TRY FOR RESCUE 

Five rescue teams of six men each 
were sent down into the affected area 
as soon as the blast was reported 
They were able to reach two injured 
men about two hours after the ex- 
plosion and in two more hours brought 
five bodies to the surface, 

As soon as news of the tragedy had 
been spread, roads to the mine were 
choked with automobiles Rescue 
workers in the mine, said to be one 
of the most productive in the state, 
were badly hampered by potsonous 
air and volunteers were warned that 
they were risking their lives in going 
into the shaft, 

This was the second major mine aec- 
cident in Sullivan county in recent 
years, On February 20, 1925, the City 
mine in Sullivan was wrecked by an 


explosion similar to Wednesday's blast; |

This competition and 
the increasing amount of unemployment among the mine-workers 
will be the subject of careful consideration and attention by my 
Ministers, particularly in view of the more extensive control and 
authority resulting from the transfer to the province of the natural 
resources.

to the President.” I followed it with 
another, larly addressed, in which 
I tnqui if the first one had been 
received. My distress was very genu- 
ine when T had Mr.’ Harding’s reply 
that he had received but one letter, 
the second one I had sent. 
one had contained severa] snapshots of 
‘Elizabeth Ann and some of Elizabeth 
Ann and me. On the backs of these 
snapshots I had written explanatory 
messages, calling his attention to her 
eyes, or her expression, or something 
about her which resembled her father 
60 strongly. 

So, after this experience Mr. Hard- 
ing advised me to send the letters in 

‘s care until he could think of an- 
other and better way. Which I did, 
of course, Tim delivering them in per- 
son to the President. And I had ar- 
ranged through Tim, he fixing 4t with 
the President, for my first visit to 
Washington. 

As soon as I reached Washington 
IT connected with Tim on the phone, 
It seems to me he told me my ap- 
pointment with Mr. Harding had al- 
ready been arranged. In any event, 
Tim called for me at my hotel and 
escorted me to the White Hous. 

Needless, to say, I “took in” every~- 
thing I could on that first visit. We 
entered the executive offices through 
the thain office entrance, which is the 
entrance on the right of the White 
House portico, and passed through the 
hall leading to the Cabinet Room. 
Here we waited for Mr. Harding. 

While we 
Cabinet Room with less awe, I guess, 
than natural curiosity, There was a 
long table around which stood the

I recalled ar- 
ticles I had read about this awesome 
Office. One had recently appeared in 
The New York Times and was en- 
titled, “At the Keyhole of the Cabinet 
Room.” But I was not at the keyhole, 
I was on the really-and-truly inside! 
We had been waiting only a very 
few minutes when Mr, Harding open- 
ed the door, a door immediately be- 
hind and opposite his Cabinet Room 
chair. He greeted me cordially and 
instructed Tim to remain in the 
Cabinet Room. ‘Then I preceded him 
into @ very small adjoining room, a 
room with one window. He explained 
to me that this was the ante-room, 
and crossed over to another door 
which led into his own private office. 
Once in there, he turned and took 
me in his arms and told me what I 
could see in his face—that he was de- 
lighted to see me, Not more delighted, 
however, than I was to see him. 
There were windows along one side 


of the room which looked out upon the | 


green of the White House grounds, 
and outside, stalking up and down, 
face rigidly to the front, moved the 
President’s armed guard.

curiosity, At that time Tim was out 
of the secret service, I believe, though 
for a month or two after Mr, Hard- 
ing’s inauguration Tim said he helped 
p Christian until the latter “got 
onto” things in a secretarial way. 
The most direct channel through 
which my letters could be delivered 
into his hands, Mr. Harding said, was 
to address them in care of his valet, 
Major Arthur Brooks, a light colored 
man, who was, in the opinion of Mr 
Harding, entirely trustworthy and, 
was better, so far as Tim was concern- 
ed, Major Brooks was always avyail- 
ably near to deliver them immediately 
without putting himself out to do so, 
Mr. Harding always referred to him as 
“Brooks.” 60 it was arranged: I was 
to enclose my letter to the President 
in another envelope, sealed, and then 
enclose the whole in an envelope ad- 
dressed to Major Brooks personally, 
with a short letter to Brooks, instruct- 


ing him to deliver the enclosure to) 


the President immediately, I remem- 
ber very well, because I wrote so many 
of those letters, that they always read 
something like this: 
“My Dear Major Brooks: 

“Kindly hand the enclosed letter 
to President Harding immediately 
upon its receipt. This is in accord- 


| ance with the President's request, 


Very truly yours, 
(Signed) E. Baye.” 

“E. Baye” was the name I used also 
when I wrote to Tim Slade, and was, 
if I re..ember correctly, suggested by 
Tim, as a result of his first trip to 
Eagie Bay in the summer of 1920, 
when he for the first time delivered a 
communication from Mr. Harding to 
me. 

After my visit to Washington when 
we had decided upon sending my let- 
ters to the President in Major Arthur 
Brooks’ care, we never experienced any 
further losses, and up until June of 
1923, when Mr. Harding left for 
Alaska and I sailed for Burope, I sent 
my letters to my sweetheart in care 
of Major Brooks, 

I have already stated that there ex- 
isted a mutual agreement between Mr. 
Harding and me to destroy each 
other's letters, and as a result I have 
in my possession only certain forma) 
letters (from most of which I have 
quoted near the beginning of my 
story) which I asked Mr. Harding if 
I might keep. In view of the fart that 
I was to destroy all ljove-letters from 
him, and these early letters contained 
no intimate allusions, béing the first 
ones he ever wrote me, he gave his 
permission for me to keep them; 
otherwise, they, too, would have gone 
with the rest, 

Two let.ers Mr. Harding sent me— 
one in 1918 and another in 1919, the 
first to New York, in care of the 
United States Steel Corporation of- 
fice, and the second to Asbury Park 
addressed in error to the Hotel Mar!- 
borough instead of the Hotel Mon- 
mouth-—were never received. They 
contained respectively $30 and $40 in 
cash, The third letter lost in. the 
mails was the one I have spoken of 
as having been sent to the fictitious 
name of “A. Y. Jerose” and mailed 
from Chi¢ago by me to Mr, Harding 
in Atlanta, Georgia. So, with one let- 
ter sent to the White House which 
he did not receive, there had been four 
letters sent which had gone astray, 
two from Mr. Harding to me, and two 
from me to Mr. Harding.

8 I have said, things occur to me 
which happened and may be of 
interest to the reader, but which I do 
not think of in chronologica! order, 
hence occasionally I must go back to 
them, Such an incident comes to my 
mind in connection with that first me- 
morable visit to the White House, 1 
expressed my delight to Mr, Harding 
that “we” had beaten his long-time 
Ohio rival, James M. Cox, 80 over- 
whelmingly for the presidency, Mr.

forthwith to wash the kitchen shelves 
and paper them with clean newspaper 
I smoothed the lower shelf with the 
front page of the local paper, stopping 
to glance a second at the face which 
looked at me. It was that of James 
M. Cox, then Governor of the State 
of Ohio. He had recently made a 
speech in New Philadelphia or there- 
abouts and his picture was appearing 
for that reason in connection with his 
speech. 

Shortly after that I returned to New 
York and work, In leaving New Phil- 
adelphia, Ohio, I was obliged to go to 


a nearby town to catch the fast 5) 


P.M. train, and had to take a@ taxi 
because a severe electric storm had 
put the interurbans out of commission 
temporarily, and the ride over and my 
excitement in catching the train and 
the warm weather had inclined me to 
have some ice cream in the diner as 
soon as I boarded the train, I had 
previously dined with my mother be- 
fore leaving As I passed through the 
Pullman from my seat about midway 
in the ear, I noticed sitting in the 


end section a man whose face looked) 


strangely familiar, However, I quick- 
ly forgot it and passed on to the 
diner. 

When I returned I found that man

He had known Judge Sinclair, Mr. 
Harding's friend, at whose home I had 
been visiting when in Marion that) 
trip, and of course I told him, with 
encouragement from him, of other 
peoplé I had visited, not forgetting the 
Hardings on East Center Street, He 
asked me all about how I knew them, 
and I told him Miss Daisy Harding 
had been my teacher in high school 
However, I did not, of course, even 
mention Mr. Harding's name, 

“I understand Mr. Harding is a 
great one with the ladies.” For no 
apparent reason Governor Cox fairly 
tossed these words at me, 1 wes in- 
furiated, probably more at the plural 
“ladies” than at anything else, I re- 
plied as cooly as possible, “I don't 
know anything about that; I know he 
is very lovely to his wife.” 

He inquired where I worked in New 
York and I told him in the United 
States Steel Corporation. He asked | 
me if they treated me nicely and I 
assured him that they did, indeed, He 
became: very friendly, offering me a 
position in his own executive office 
in Columbus, Obio, the State Capital, 
if I cared to leave the Steel Corpora- 
tion. I saw here a possible opportun-

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WHERE MURDERERS ARE CAUGH 


Twenty-three murders were commit- 
ted in Alberta last year. That is a ter- 
rible record, even making allowance for 
the mixed character of the population 
and for the fact that a large percentage of 
the residents have come in comparatively 
recent years from countries in which the 
taking of human life is not accounted so 
horrible a thing as it is in Canada. 

The one redeeming feature of the re- 
port is that in every case except one the 
perpetrator of the crime was ident fied 
and was brought or is being brought to 
justice, while in the exceptional case the 
police are still on the trail with prospects 
of runing down the killer. If that high 
efficiency on the part of the police is main- 
tained, murders will become fewer and life 
safer as time passes. Those who kill, 
whether for profit or in passion, usually 
do so in hope that they can escape, In 
proportion as escape is made hopeless kill- 
ing will become rare. 


THE JUDICIAL CHANGES 


The transference of Mr. Justice Hynd- 
man to the court of pensions appeals at 
Ottawa left a vacancy in the appeal court 
of this province which has been filled by 
the well deserved promotion of Judge 
Walsh. The only possible objection that 
could be made to this change is that the 
trial division is thereby deprived of the 
services of a judge who is learned in 
human nature as he is in the law, and who 
has consistently upheld the highest tradi- 
tions of the bench during the many years 
in which he has presided at the hearing of 
innumerable cases in the court rooms of 
Alberta. 

The vacancy thus left in the trial divi- 
sion has been filled by the appointment of 
Mr. A. F. Ewing, K.C. The new judge has 
been for many years a resident of Ed- 
monton, and he brings to his new duties 
the experience gained in a wide legal prac- 
tice. He is a man of the highest eharac- 
ter, and enjoys the unqualified esteem of 
his fellow-townsmen. A man who for 
many years engaged in the hurly-burly of 
political life, advancing to the leadership 
of his party, and who maintained through- 
out the respect and confidence of politi- 
cal foes and friends, has thereby gained a 
strong testimony to his integrity and fair- 
ness. This Judge Ewing has done, and 
the public will accept his appointment 
with assurance that his selection was a 
wise one. 


THE REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL 
PROGRAM 


The high school building policy 
emerged from the school board meeting 
on Tuesday evening in the shape of a pro- 
gram to build two new public schools in 
the west end of the city and make a 
twelve-room addition to Victoria high 
school. 

This is the response of the school 
board to the action of the taxpayers in 
turning down the scheme to create a great 
central high school on the Victoria site, 
and te the implied demand thus made that 
the board adopt a policy of building re- 
gional high schools reasonably accessible 
to people living in all parts of the city, 

There is nothing in the plan adopted 
which promises increased high school fa- 
cilities for that large part of the city lying 
on the south side of the river. There is 
nothing in it to hold out hope, near or re- 
mote, that the board intends to build a 
high school on the site which it owns on 
the north end of the penitentiary pro- 
perty, to accommodate pupils living in 
that great area of the city stretching to 
Alberta avenue, North Edmonton and the 
Highlands. 

The inference is that, beyond the pre- 
sent facilities, pupils living in that great 
north-east section of the city, and pupils 
living on the south side of the river, are 
to be made attend the enlarged Victoria, 
and pay street car fares and carry or buy 
lunches for the privilege of doing so, 

As a policy for the building of re- 
rional high schools the program evolved 
m Tuesday evening looks very much like 
a scheme to hoodwink the taxpayers and 
put over the central high school project on 
the instalment plan.

ing wheat in the British market for any 
price it will bring, without regard to cost 
of production, and to the temporary dis- 
location of world wheat prices and the 
consternation of growers in other great 
wheat countries. Through the polyangu- 
lar process of international trade, Rus- 
sian wheat is being exchanged for foreign 
machinery and manufactured goods— 
which are being put into plants te turn out 
machinery and manufactured goods in 
Russia, and implements to produce more 
wheat. 

A good many people are shuddering at 
the prospect that Russia a few years 
hence may be also doing with manufac- 
tured goods what it is now doing with 
wheat; dumping in foreign markets at 
ruinous prices. They foresee a world in- 
undation of Russian products, the general 
bankruptcy of farmers and industrialists 
in other countries, and a static condition 
of unemployment and destitution on an 
unprecedented scale, 

These apprehensive souls overlook one 
important fact. Russia will not dump 
goods abroad unless it gets paid for them. 
Products have to be paid for in products. 
How is Russia going to flood the world 
with products for which it cannot accept 
payment? 

When Russia’s great manufacturing 
plants are going concerns, it obviously will 
not accept manufactured goods in pay- 
ment for farm products, as it is doing 
now. And certainly Russia will not ac- 
cept wheat and other farm products in 
payment for any world-sween ng tide of 
exported manufactured goods. 

The Russian economic menace will end 
when the thirty-two billions have been 
spent, the farms mechanized, and the 
manufacturing plants built. It will end 
for the reason that Russia cannot dump 
unless it can collect and it will not then 
be able to accept payment for exports in 
products of either the farm or the factory. 

The vison of a world inundated by 
cheap Russian products is only a night- 
mare. The nivthtmare will end when the 
thirty two billions are gone and the Soviet 
starts to look about for a chance to sell 
wheat or manufactured goods without 
having to take manufactured goods or 
wheat in payment.

ELIMINATING RHEUMATISM 


Gentle eliminative measures are not 
value in eliminating rheumatic toxins. It is true 


that any measure which will exped'te the throwing 
out of rheumatic poisons may bring about at least a 
temporary relief. Sweat baths will relieve some of 
the load of morbid material, and remedies which re- 
lax the pores will temporarily help, but it takes 
more than these remedies to effect a real cure. 

If the rheumatism has only reached the muscu- 
lar stage, it will d’cappear very quickly on a fast of 
citrus fruit, that is, oranges, lemons or grapefruit, 
and plenty of water to drink, However, if the toxins 
have accumulated around the joints in any form of 
articular rheumatism, the cure will be much slower 
and may take weeks or even months In the case 
of these forms of rheumatism, it is sometimes nec- 
essary to take an extended fast lasting from three to 
four weeks if one expects a cure. A short fast will 
bring about some satisfactory results. As the system 
is freed of some of the impurities, the soreness of 
the joints will become lessened. However, if there 
are any of the rheumatic poisons remaining in the 
body, the trouble is sure to show up again in some 
joint, and the trouble will keep on reappearing until 
the system is completely rid of the toxic material, 

In the treatment of muscular rheumatism hot ap- 
plications can be used to free the congested circula- 
tion. One or two immersions daily in a tub of hot 
water, to which Iras been added a handful of Epsom 
ealts, will aid in bringing about a more rapid recov- 
ery and usually the muscular soreness will disappear 
in two or three weeks after beginning the fast. 

In articular rheumatism great benefit will be en- 
joyed at the beginning of the fast, but because of 
the bone changes which have taken place you mus’ 
not expect any quick recovery. In this form of rheu- 
matism it is always a good plan for the patient to 
remain quietly in bed and pack all of the joints in 
flannel after rubbing the skin with oll of wintergreen 
which will assist in producing copious perspiration. 
The circulation will be helped if a hot water bottle 
or electric pad is placed at the food of the bed. The 
joints should not be moved any more than necessary, 
as any irritation will only delay the progress of the 
cure. 

If one fast does not bring about a complete cure, 
it may be necessary to live on a@ restricted dict for a 
short time, and then return to the fast again. Fol- 
lowing or between the fasts, it is a good plan to take 
large quantities of the non-starchy vegetables, both 
cooked and uncooked, and in fact it is often advis- 
able to stuff on these vegetables to provide plenty of 
harmless bulk for the bowels 

The prine’pal point that I want to bring out in 
this article is that a permanent cure depends entirely 
upon the proper functioning of a clean, healthy 
colon, The colon must be in a good position so that 
there are no pockets or kinks to hold accumulations 
of poisonous fecal matter, The least return of rheu- 
matic pain will show that the elimination has been 
retarded. When this happens, it means that more 
enemas and another fast should be used. For a time it 
is well to eliminate all sugars and starches. Do not 
be anxious to take up exercises too quickly after the 
cure seems to have been achieved, as this would only 
irritate the inflamed regions and might encourage 
the return of your former trouble.

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PSYCHOLOGICAL PARADOXES 


A boy of 12 who had gone to & 
rather exciting movie” the evening 
before, woke in the morning with 
the statement: “I have discovered 
& paradox; you may be too sleepy to 
g, to sleep.” We have all discovered 
it; we can be too tired to rest; too 
hungry to eat. 

In general this behavior of our 
nervous system can be accounted 
for; and it carries with ft an im- 
portant principle of mental hy- 
giene; namely, that it doesn't pay 
to wet too tired, wo hungry, or yo 
against the nat’ al order of alters 
nation between periods of activity 
and rest; it doesn’t vay to -rive 
one’s self too haru. Yet some of us 
are decidedly more dependent upon 
regular rhythms than others. On 
the whole, civilizaion emphasizes 
the regular life; and we hold quite 
properly that children shou'd be 
regular in their habits, and that 
irregularity upsets. 

So it’s an interesting problem to 
decide how far we shall make ma- 
chines of ourselves; and the para- 
dox which nature sas provided is a 
caution and invites considera'ion. 
How far are we by neture creatures 
of habits, and how far should we 
make ourselyes so? The problem 
Starts in infancy; and the nursery 
guides are rightly insistent on mak- 
ing the infant regime completeiy 
regular, 

But as we grow up, the proble 
changes, We eim to become adapt- 
able, and to call upon reserve forces 
when necessary.

At this season when legisla‘ures 
are getting into sw.ng, there arises 
the cry that legislators take a holl- 
day from the mass production of 
laws un.il we can catch up on the 
enforcerrent, the perfection, or the 
repeal of some of the multitudinous 
laws we have 

There is, I think, no doubt that 
we have too many unnecessary and 
unworkable laws 

But the most important point of 
criticism of the lg.slative process is 
not that too many laws are passed 
but that the procedure by wh.ch 
laws are made is, in the main, not 
@ procedure that irsures adequate 
p-epara.ion of laws before they are 
proposed 

There are at least five definite 
steps necessary in the preparation, 
passage and p' rfecting of laws. 

(1) Comprehensive and careful 
search should always precede the 
drafting of a legislative proposal 
Law-making should s art from the 
field of fact rather than from the 
field of opinion. 

(2) As soon as political leader- 
ship has arrived at a tentative state- 
ment of the problem anda ter tative 
ou line of intended legislation, able 
and accredited lead«rs of all the 
groups and interests, quite regard- 
less of their personal political affili- 
ation, should be called into counsel 
and asked for their opinion rega:d- 
ing what the proposed I gislation 
would mean for good or for ill for 
their interest or group. 

(3) After this preliminary re- 
search and after this counsel with 
the interests and groups that would 
be affected by the proposed legisla- 
tion, the highest technical skill 
should be employed in the actual 
draft.ng of the legislative measure, so 
that it shall be free from loop-holrs 
and will not a little later be bandied 
about the cours to determine its 
constitut-onality 

(4) When research, consultation, 
and dra‘tsmanship have done thel: 
perfect work, a wider consultation 
and conference among the majority 
group in the legislative body should 
be carried out in order that the pro- 
posed legislation may arse with the 
conv.nced backing of an integrated 
body, and not be thrown into the 
legislative pot as the whim of an 
isolated legislator 

(5) After the passage of a law, 
provision should be made for a sus- 
tained study of the way the law ac- 
tually works when administcred, to 
the end that later poss-ble amend- 
ment may have behind it a body of 
fact, and rot be a matter of somé 
legislator’s improvising from the 
floor, 

This is not the whole story of 
sound law-making procedure, but it 
would, if generally applied, save 
from much of the flood of U)-advyis 
legislation,

REPORT PRESENTED.

It 
was reported that before a milk com- 
pany would locate here, it would need 
a constant supply of 1,000,000 pounds 
of milk per month or 12,000,000 
pounds a year, Last year the surplus 
milk supply of this district was 6,- 
000,000, just half of a necessary 
amount It would be necessary to 
have 2,500 good milk cows in Edmon- 
ton district to produce the required 
12,000 000 pounds of milk a year 

However, it was pofnted out that 
many farmers who had been using 
condensed milk in Alberta, had now 
secured a cow or two for their own 
fresh milk supply, owing to the de- 
pression in the wheat market One 


| Alberta town that last year imported 


18 carloads of condensed milk would 
use but a small fraction of this quan- 
tity this year, it was stated

SYDNEY, Australia, Jan. 29.— 
“Hustle” perhaps sums up the career 
of Rt. Hon. Sir Isaac Alfred Isaacs, 
the first native-born governor general 
of Australia, better than any other 
description. But it by no means in- 
dicates a man who has rushed from 
one post to another, Sir Isaac has | 
won signal distinction in everything 
he has essayed. He was the intellec- 
tual glant of the Liberal party even 
in the days when Alfred Deakin was 
its brilliant leader, And in the legal 
world whole he was leader of the Vic- 
torian Bar he persistently studied so 
that he could take his place on the 
high court 

He can write shorthand faster than 
most professionals. He can give 
pleasure to a Paderewski on the plano, 
and he can play the violin without 
faltering in the presence of a Kubelik. 
His command of languages would en- 
able him to act as interpreter at a} 
Tower of Babel, 

Less than two years ago he 
wandered into the federal parlia- 
mentary library and docketed Soviet 
literature, published in Russia, for 
record purposes, And Australia has 
never known a better son, a better 
brother, or a better father. 

Born in 1855, Sir Isaac was the son 
of a Jewish tailor in the small village 
of Beechworth, Victoria. He gathered 
with other children of humble par- 
entage in the remote country village 
and hustled himself into a pupil 
teachership. He moved up into the 
public service, into the law depart- | 
ment, into the university, into a prac- 
tice at the bar, into politics, Then he 
moved to the quieter atmosphere of | 
the Australian high court, where he | 
has been for the past 24 years, 

Sir Isaac became a member of the 
Victorian legislative assembly in 1892, | 
three years after he had become a/| 
Queen's Counsel, He was solicitor-| 


| general and then atiorney general of | 


the state, and he was a member of | 
the Australian Federal convention of | 
1897 which framed the Common- 


federal parliament on its establish- | 
ment in 1901 and was attorney gen- 
eral of the commonwealth from 1905 | 
to 1906, when he retifed from politics. | 

His prodigious memory was respons- | 
ible for a novel feature in the fight- | 
ing tactics of the ministry. Nearly | 
every man who made an attack upon 
it was suddenly conironted § with 
former utterances which seemed to) 
cut the ground from under his feet. 
Nevertheiess it cannot be said that 
Sir Isaac Isaacs made that impression | 
which is essential if the premiership | 
is to crown a ministerial career. Town 
members scid he was “too clever"; | 
country members growled that he was | 
“too much of a lawyer,” There was 
truth in both assertions. |
